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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest a combination 
including the limitation of assigning a priority to each group of field groups of an audio 
signal based upon at least the function of the greater of the amplitude differences of the 
values of a group, where the audio signal is resolved into n spectral components 
through a number n of frequency selective filters into a multiplicity of fields for frequency 
and time, where each field is combined into a group, and the audio signal is transmitted 
at a low bandwidth so as to minimize transmission losses. Applicant's Specification, 
Page 5, Lines 10 to 17, suggests advantages of obtaining flexible applicability for 
increased compression rates while maintaining synchronization of sources. 

Atlas et al. discloses a two-dimensional transform process producing modulation 
frequencies, but does not clearly disclose assigning a priority to a field group of an 
audio signal based upon a function of the greater of the amplitude differences of the 
values of a group because a transform process producing a modulation frequency 
cannot be said to be clearly equivalent to a function of the greater of the amplitude 
differences. Moreover, while it is known that n frequency selective filters are art 
recognized alternatives to a frequency transform, Atlas et al. discloses a frequency 
transform but does not expressly disclose n frequency selective filters to obtain n 
spectral components of an audio signal. Arguably, Atlas et al. may implicitly group 
together frequency bands for a critical frequency band structure of the human ear or

musical notes over time, but this is not clearly disclosed by the reference. Moreover, 
while Yong is directed to a similar conceptual objective of assigning priority to the 
energy of speech frames, Yong operates upon linear prediction coefficients in a time 
domain, and the frames of speech are not obtained from spectral components, so that it 
would not be immediately apparent to one having ordinary skill in the art how to 
combine prioritization of frequency coefficients with prioritization by linear prediction 
coefficients.
